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WORD ON BURMESE PARTICIPATION. COPIES OF DATA AND INFO 
ON SAMPLES TO BE AVAILABLE UPON REQUEST TO COLLABORATING 
COUNTRY AGENCIES SHORTLY AFTER CRUISE COMPLETION. SHOULD
